Koniui# will on that occasion commu- 
nit ate to M. W itte, the senior R ussian 
peace envoy, the essentials of Ja p a n 's 
peace te rm s for farth er negotiations. 
This, it is declared, will riot lie done 
in a spirit of defiance. 
Indeed there 
are m any evidences in the possession 
of the n e u tra l governm ents th a t Japan 
is com ing to the W ashington confer- 
ence. not im bued with a desire to hu­ 
miliate R ussia, but. only to exact term s 
which will insure a lasting peace in 
the tar E ast, and which will in a 
m easure com pensate Japan 
for 
the 
financial 
losses in the p resen t con­ 
flict. 
T hroughout 
the prelim inary nego­ 
tiations. how ever, Japan has m ad e it 
Clear at W ashington that she wished 
to avoid u n n e c e ssa rily tedious nego­ 
tiations. 
“ We a re not goine to th e confer­ 
ence to w rite into the law of nations 
a new ch ap ter." said a high Ja p a n e se 
official recently. 
For this reaso n the 
Japanese plenipotentiaries will adopt 
til*- p rog ram m e of at once laying on 
tilt' conference table those te rm s, the 
acceptance of which w ithout modifica­ 
tion^ they are instructed 
to 
insist 
upon as a b asis for fu rth er negotia­ 
tions.

of J a p a n ’s predom inating in­ 
fluence in K orea and th e re tu rn of 
M anchuria to China. 
lf the R u ssia n plenipotentiaries are 
prep ared to accept th ese essentials, 
the officials here are confident th a t 
th e basis will be laid for negotiations 
sure to lead to the signing of the 
treaty of W ashington, bring ing peace 
in the fa r E ast. 


Tedious Subjects Still Remain. 


As for th e subjects rem ain in g to tie 
discussed, a tedious one, it is believed, 
and one w hich Russia will be disposed 
to n ego tiate w ith the g re a te st caution, 
is the p rogram m e for th e restoration 
of 
M a n ch u ria 
to 
Chinese 
control. 
Jap an will insist that she rem ain in 
Control of th e adm inistration of the 
province until order is restored , at 
the sam e tim e giving a definite pledge 
finally to evacu ate as soon as China 
shall be in a position to ta k e up the 
reins of governm ent th e re and main­ 
tain order. 
It is believed Ja p a n de­ 
sires to adopt the course followed by 
the W ash in g to n governm ent w ith ref­ 
erence to Cuba. 
A second subject for the plenipo­ 
te n tia rie s will be the su rre n d e r of all 
the R u ssian ships now in tern ed in 
neutral ports. 
Some are inclined to 
believe that R ussia may' induce Jap an 
to ta k e th ese in part p aym ent of the 
indem nity.

Jap Landing at Dekastries Forfends 
Important Events. 
London,

Jap an ese 
landing at Dekastries, which is the 
term inus of th e only cable line con­ 
necting th e mainland with the island 
of Sakhalin, is regarded by the* Lon­ 
don m orning new spapers as an a t­ 
tem pt to seize the mouth of the A m ur 
river, in order to enable the Jap a n e se 
to dispatch an arm y up th a t great wa­ 
terw ay for the purpose of th reatenin g 
th e R ussian com m unications. 
J a p a ­ 
nese 
gunboats 
and 
torpedo 
boats 
could thu s reach H arbin and give ef­ 
fectual assistan ce to any attac k on 
the R u ssian fortifications. 
Both the 
Ussuri and Sungari rivers are navig­ 
able for vessels of lizht d rau g h t and 
thus the Japanese could advance in­ 
land in three different directions for 
a considerable distance. 
If, as sup­ 
posed, Japan has a river expedition 
in readiness, the m ere threat of its 
advan e m ay suffice to change th e 
plans of the Russians and compel their 
retire m e n t from the Kirin and Feng- 
wa d istricts upon Harbin.

Japanese Battalion Lands and Seizes 
a Lighthouse. 
St. P etersburg, July 27.—D ispatches 
from M anchuria report the landing of 
a Ja p an e se battalion and the seizure 
of a lighthouse on the Siberian coast 
near D ekastries, a post form erly called 
Alexandrovsk, 
700 
m iles 
north

V ladivostok, 
after

prelim inary 
shelling by torpedo boat destroyers. 
M ilitary officials here attach im por­ 
tance to th e episode only in connec­ 
tion w ith th e Sakhalin cam paign, and 
say th a t as the landing w as effected 
at a place w here the stra its of Star- 
tary, betw een Sakhalin and the m ain­ 
land, are narrow est, it ap parently is 
part of the strategy of th e Ja p a n e se 
to prevent th e escape of the R ussian 
garrison in Sakhalin across th e straits. 
They add th a t the landing is too far 
north to have any bearing on the main 
cam paign or on 
operations 
against 
Vladivostok.

Dccic> 3 to Continue in Office as Gov­ 
ernor. 
Oyster Bay, July L,.—A considera­ 
tion of Hawaiian affairs occupied Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt's attention for several 
hours Monday. 
He had ns a guest at 
luncheon and during the greater part 
of the afternoon George B. Carter, the 
governor of Hawaii. Governor Carter 
came to Oyster Pay determined to 
resign his official position to escape 
the annoyance to which he has been 
subjected since he succeeded Sanford 
P>. Dole as governor. 
The president 
net only declined to accept his resig­ 
nation. but told him to go back to 
Honolulu and that he should have the 
full support and sympathy of the na­ 
tional administration. 
Governor Car­ 
ter was in a much happic r frame of 
mind after his interview 
with 
the 
president than he had been before. 
Hr will take a needed vacation before 
returning to Hawaii. When he returns 
to Honolulu it will be to his official 
duties with new confidence and vigor. 
Since he was appointed to succeed 
Governor Hole, who was named as one 
of the United State* district judges 
of Hawaii, the governor encountered 
groat diffl ulty. particularly with of­ 
ficials in the islands.

Hyde” company, and contains a rec­ 
ommendation that the legislature at 
its next session take up the m atter of 
deferred dividends and the relation be­ 
tween insurance companies and their 
allied trust companies and other ques­ 
tions, with a view of compelling re­ 
form. 
The report considers insurance In 
connection with the “gambling instinct 
of the age.” and tells of the influence 
ii pc ii the officials of insurance com 
panic- from the “dubious schemes,” 
“schemes for getting enormously rich,” 
the “graft by city officials, state of- 
fi< ials, national officials, petty legisla­ 
tors, congressmen. United States sen­ 
ators and courts subservient to the 
great Moloch, money,” that they have 
seen all about them, and they also 
saw “ tainted money eagerly sought by 
college and pulpit.”
